Protecting 

When your house is already cluttered, you 
probably don t pay much attention to one more 
dirty shirt or piece of wadded paper added to 
the pile Hut after you have worked hard 
cleaning it up. chances are you become extra 
vigilant in guarding the results of your hard 
work. 

This is a natural re*ponse. the same re- 
sponse that is now motivating county clean-up 
enthusiasts who want to protect the hard-won 
cleanliness that has come to parts of Perry 
County in the |ia*t month or two. 

To do this, it is necessary to exercise some 
control over those thoughtless people, particu- 
larly motorists, commonly known a* litterbugs. 
who may shortly undo all the good that has 
been done. The State Department of Natural 
Resources lias come up with a unique way of 
going about it. 

It has had printed thousands of post cards, 
pre-add ressed to the Division of Clean-up and 
beautification within the .Natural Resources de- 
partment. on which violators of littering laws 
can be reported to proper authorities. 

The idea is for t.ho-e motorists who want 
to keep the highways and roadsides clean to 
arry a supply u. these cards in their own cars, 
jnd when they see somebody throw a beer 
can out Ule window, they can write their li- 
cense number down, descritje the offense, and 
then mail the mlurrnation to Frankfort. 

Tile Division of Clean-up and Beautifica- 
ion can then determine the owner of the car 
end send him a notice to the effect that he 
was seen littering the highways. 

Since most highway litter is put there by 
normally well-meaning people who just don t 
stop to think that it is tne small bits of trash 
they throw out from time to t.me that makes 
up the hulk of our litter problem, such a re- 
minder should serve at a very etfective means 
of making the offender awjre ot what he is 
doing 

The cards are being distributed by local 
garden and civic clubs Every person who has 
,een angered by seeing someone throw trash 
out a car window should arm himself with sev-

That is one of the liabilities 
of being a free country. 

Th* Communists may get som* temporary 
propaganda us* out of wh*t th* Senators said. 
But they c*n n*v*r overcome th* more impor 
tent feet that, in th* United States, they ^d 
the right to say it. 

Far from being unAmerican. the criticisms 
made by Senators Morse and Gruening— regard 
I* ** of how popular they were were the most 
American things imaginable Hy standing up 
md criticizing Pie President of the United 
State*, they provided a livin. demonstration ol 
American democracy in action. 

The only unAmerican aspect to the whole 
business is the disgraceful efforts to silence 
voices of opposition to national policy. 

Aside from being a threat to the basic 
\inerican freedom to protest, ithe freedom to 
writ** editorials such as this onei, the Johnson 
idministration is simply unwise when it refuses 
to listen to opposite paints of view. 

Many executives, in business and the mili- 
tary as well as in politics, like to surround 
themselves with "yes men," with men who are 
no more than broken records, capable of sJy- 
ing only. "Yes Mr President. Yes Mr. Presi- 
de t. Yes Mr President.” 

This sustains the ego of vain men. but it 
hardly helps to arrive at objective truth.

Some think il is the explosive lab <r climate of 
perry County Certainly this is an important 
Uctor Others say there is a lack of adequate 
build. ng sites, while still others *ay our local 
educational and cultural benefits and facilities 
are too limited to attract industrialists from 
better ' places to live. 

To a degree, all of these factors are re- 
ponsible. But perhaps more crucial than any 
one of them i* the apparent lack of initiative 
iy lo< al leaders to attract the kind of small 
industry that could succeed here 

Who do you bluine'.' For a starter, lets Iry 
the Hazard Chamber of Commerce. That organ- 
izat.oii. made up of Hazard’s business people, 
is ideally the instrument that should be most 
active in community development But. sadly, 
u la Uh past fats years become virtually 

inactive, so limited have its ambitions been. 



The Chamber recently eleetpd new offi 
cers. .is it does every year.

In addition, specialists in this particular field visit the 
cm ty health offices twice a month lor consultations, another 
example of the Department’s attempt to carry medical c»re 
to the people. 

State health officials have worked in the region for years. 
Dr. Turner says, but until the establishment of the Regional 
Office, they had no central office. 

Now with a mutual headquarters in Hazard, close c«g‘f(li- 
r.ation is possible .etween people like State Sanitation Con- 
sultant Steve Sandlin, Public Health Nurse Oma Smith and 
Health Educator Alta Banks, all of whom now have offices 
in Hazard. 

This region is also served by Virginia Dodd of Irvine, a 
records consultant for the county health offices, and plumbing 
and food and drug specialists from the oilier established Re- 
gional Health Center in Somerset. 

Dr Turner sees a close connection between this region’s 
economy and its peculiar health problems. "Anytime we can 
upgrade our economic status, we upgrade our health statuz," 
he says. 

Health problems due to dietary deficiencies in the local 
population are not a.> bad as they ypere in the 1930 s. lie says, 
thanks to the various forms ol outside aid available to the 

ptapk 

But Dr Turner does recognize a "forgotten group of peo- 
ple whose health Is worse than most, those families of the 
unemployed who receive no "check," have no medical cards 
and do not qualify for any kind o^aid. 

Perhaps with a Regional Health Office helping the hard- 
working county health offices brlr.g the full resources of the 
State Health Department a littla ctoser to tha peopla, thia un- 
fortunate group of mountaineers will now be Iasi "forgotten."
